supporting

Democrats 
siding 
with 
Mayor Cranmer. 
In renewing the city's permit 
to dump waste water into the 
Middle Fork of Little Beaver 
Creek, the Ohio Water Pollution 
Control Board ordered the city 
to comply with a series of steps 
to update the plant and estab­ 
lished a strict timetable for the 
work. 
The board specified fhe gen­ 
eral plan must be completed by 
Ja n . 15, the date the city’s sew­ 
age permit expires. It said the 
detailed plans and specifications 
must be completed by Ja n . 15, 
1971, and the work itself must 
be completed by June 15, 1972. 
Council approved the legisla­ 
tion June 3 after 
several 
a t­ 
tempts to specify the engineer­ 
ing firm were turned down. 
On June 13, Mayor Cranmer 
vetoed the ordinance, declaring 
his belief that Council has the 
authority to stipulate the engi­ 
neering firm or to seek bids 
from several consultants, point­ 
ing out Council sets the sewer­ 
age ra te and also constructs 
sewers.

No rmally , when an assistance pro g ram fails 
to achiev e its o bjectiv es, It is qu ickly aban­ 
do ned. Bu t *he recent sig ning o f the larg est sin­ 
g le g o v emmenl-indu stry co ntract ev er awarded 
fo r 
the 
training o f disadv antag ed 
perso ns 
marked the fo u rth time since 1967 that Chry sler 
has participated in a pre-emplo y ment training 
pro g ram. 


THE $13,79 5,000 CONTRACT calls fo r the 
training and hiring o f 4.460 perso ns in Chry sler 
plants acro ss the natio n du ring a two -y ear peri­ 
o d, u nder NAB’s Jo b Oppo rtu nities in the Bu si­ 
ness Secto r (JOBS) pro g ram. 
The statement o f Chry sler’s president, Virg il 
E. Bo y d, that “the su ccess o f o u r earlier pre- 
emplo y ment pro g rams, in pro v iding no t o nly 
jo bs bu t dig nity and ho pe where they were pre­ 
v io u sly denied, adds to o u r co nfidence in the 
wo rth o f these co o perativ e effo rts,” is especial­ 
ly sig nificant. 
Fo r it is ex tremely do u btfu l if Chry sler o r 
any o ther bu siness firm wo u ld co ntinu e to be a 
partner in a pro g ram which pro v ed u nsu ccess­ 
fu l — ev en tho u g h the federal g o v ernment picks 
u p the tab. 
One o f the co ntracts is fo r the training o f 150 


hard-co re indiv idu als fro m the Watt’s sectio n o f 
Lo s Ang eles while two o thers are desig ned to 
pro v ide fo r training o f mo re than 2,300 perso ns 
fo r manu factu ring assembly and au to serv ice 
jo bs in six majo r cities inclu ding To ledo , Day ­ 
to n and Twinsbu rg in Ohio . 
A heartening statistic relativ e to the retentio n 
o f emplo y es who receiv ed their training u nder 
these co ntracts is that mo re than 1,300 o f the 
1,800 disadv antag ed perso ns trained by Chry sler 
hav e remained as permanent emplo y es. 
This retentio n percentag e is hig her than 
Chry sler's no rmal direct-hire retentio n and also 
is hig her than the natio nal NAB retentio n rate. 
Basically Chry sler’s pro g ram o f pre-emplo y ­ 
ment training striv es to dev elo p co mmu nicatio n 
and math skills, hands-o n wo rk and also at­ 
tempts to chang e the v alu es and attitu des o f 
the trainees to enable them to adju st fro m the 
hardco re so ciety to the indu strial env iro nment. 


MR. BOYD HAS OBSERVED that “mo st o f 
the trainees hav e nev er been needed befo re and 
ju st kno wing they can perfo rm a u sefu l and 
necessary ro le beco mes a so lid base o n which 
they can dev elo p into pro du ctiv e and respo nsi­ 
ble members o f so ciety .” 
The co ncept o f indu stry taking In the disad­ 
v antag ed, training them in needed skills o n the 
jo b site and then pro v iding emplo y ment fo r 
them is g aining wider acceptance. 
The su ccess o f the Chry sler pro g ram, in part­ 
nership with the g o v ernment, is mo st enco u rag ­ 
ing and deserv es emu latio n. 


The F i l l Fly s Aga in 


The co ntro v ersial warplane F ill, which has 
been u nder fire repeatedly since the co ntract to 
bu ild it W3s awarded to General Dy namics 
Co rp. instead o f Bo eing Co . in 19 62, has been 
u nshackled and will fly ag ain. 
The Air Fo rce has lifted the fly ing cu rbs im­ 
po sed o n the fig hter plane after 14 o f them 
were lo st in accidents and in the Vietnam War. 
After eig ht mo nths o f testing . Air Fo rce Maj. 
Gen Otto J Glasser, a research and dev elo p­ 
ment o fficer has declared the F ill a “safe air­ 
plane.” 


WING CRACKS were the cau se o f the latest 
g ro u nding o f the plane. It was fo u nd that stru c­ 
tu ral member in the wing and the bo lts u sed in 
It were cau sing the mo st recent tro u ble to beset 
the airplane. 
Bu t no w the Air Fo rce say s It has g ained 
“ added co nfidence in the stru ctu ral so u ndness 
o f the aircraft ” 
Co nsequ ently , between 140 and 150 o f the 
planes are to u nderg o wing streng thening beg in­ 
ning in Ju lv at a co st o f abo u t $100,000 per 


plane. The to tal co ntract is estimated to reach 
$15 millio n. 
The g o v ernment will pay 75 per cent o f the 
co st and the manu factu rer 25 per cent. 
Perhaps the F ill u ltimately will fu lfill its 
pu rpo se as an efficient part o f the U.S. arsenal 
bu t the who le episo de reeks o f inefficiency and 
carelessness so mewhere alo ng the pro du ctio n 
line. Gen. Glasser rev ealed the eig ht-mo nth test­ 
ing o f the plane disclo sed the need fo r additio n­ 
al qu ality co ntro l. 


WHETHER IT OCCURRED in hte pro du ctio n 
departments o r assembly line o f the manu fac­ 
tu ring firm, o r in the inspectio n by military 
perso nnel, inferio r wo rkmanship has pro v ed ex ­ 
tremely co stly to the American tax pay ers. 
It has weakened the co nfidence o f many 
Americans in the qu ality o f o u r weapo nry and 
it has fu rther reflected adv ersely o n bo th part­ 
ners o f the military -indu strial co mplex which, 
at the present, needs any thing bu t mo re criti­ 
cism. 


Upgra ding the J oint Chie fs 


A shift in the relatio nship between the Jo int 
Chiefs o f Statf and the administratio n seems to 
hav e co me abo u t with the adv ent o f the Repu b­ 
licans to po wer. 
As a co nsequ ence, the influ ence o f the jo int 
chiefs appears to hav e increased markedly . 
Under the fo rmer defense secretary , Ro bert 
McNamara, elabo rate administrativ e machi­ 
nery impo sed ag g ressiv e civ ilian manag ement 
and co ntro l o v er the military fro m the to p. 


THE JOINT OIIEFS, who , u nder the McNa­ 
mara sy stem, were fo rced to react to civ ilian 
pro po sals rather than act o n their o wn initia­ 
tiv e. are repo rted to be pleased with the new 
arrang emen; which hearkens back to the mo du s 
o perandi o f the Eisenho wer day s. 
Altho u g h the military still is u nder civ ilian 
co ntro l, Defense Secretary Melv in Laird and his 
depu ty secretary , Dav id Packard, hav e created 
an atmo sphere in which the chiefs feel mu ch 
mo re co mfo rtable and effectiv e. 
Ju dg ing fro m the reco rd o f “whiz kid” man­ 
ag ement o f the war, the natio n may ho pefu lly 
lo o k fo r decided impro v ement no w that the 
bo nds o f the military chiefs hav e been lo o sened 
and they arc being g iv en the o ppo rtu nity to 
plan and su g g est rather than ju st listen to plans 
and react to them. 
The increased influ ence in the bu reau cratic 
sy stem which no w has been g iv en to the chiefs 
is repo rtedly du e to two majo r reaso ns: 
A perso nal inclinatio n by Mr. Laird and his 
chief civ ilian aides to seek and carefu lly listen 
to military ju dg ment in decisio n-making . 
The new Natio nal Secu rity Co u ncil machinery 
that pro v ides a clearly defined channel fo r the 
jo int chiefs to ex press their v iews. 
Specific decisio ns in which the Jo int chiefs 
hav e had co nsiderable influ ence inv o lv ed the 
rate o f withdrawal o f tro o ps fro m Vietnam and 
the issu e o f the American military bases In 
Spain. 
Whereas Secretary Laird, as a fo rmer co n­ 
g ressman, is said to be v ery co nscio u s o f the 
need fo r eco no my in the Defense Department 
and has info rmed the jo int chiefs that they 
mu st liv e within their bu dg et fo r the first time 


since the Eisenho wer era, he nev ertheless 
wants co rdial wo rking relatio ns with the mili­ 
tary . 


HE AND MR. PACKARD describe their ap­ 
pro ach to these relatio ns as 
“participato ry 
manag ement.” 
It wo u ld stem to be a g o o d arrang ement. Fo r 
if it permits the military to emplo y their skills 
and kno wledg e as appreciated members o f the 
team instead o f as "seco nd-class citizens,” it 
iho u ld wo rk to the benefit o f this co u ntry and 
o u r war effo rt. 
Certainly o u r acco mplishments to date, u nder 
the prev io u s sy stem, leav e a g reat deal to be 
desired.

Ov er at Equ ity ’s o ffice, an 11,700-member af­ 
filiate o f Asso ciated Acto rs and Artistes o f 
America, AFL-CIO, they are deeply co ncerned 
with dig nity , decency and emplo y ment. They 
talk o f the ro t seeping o u t o f the liv e theater 
into the nig ht clu bs and films o f the land. Any ­ 
thing g o es. Any bo dy who g ets fu rio u s abo u t 
the Gro v e Press mo ney -maker “ I Am Cu rio u s 
(Yello w)” 
is

reactio nary ,

squ are. 
There’s little that Acto rs’ Equ ity , inclu ding 
its President Fred O'Neal (o ne o f the few Ne­ 
g ro es leading a predo minantly white u nio n) ac­ 
tu ally can do . The u nio n isn’t in the censo rship 
bu siness. It canno t remake the mo res o f “the 
big city ” o r the saliv ating to u rist who heads 
straig ht fo r the naked theater.

When a perfo rmer 
is requ ired to disro be as the so le prerequ isite 
fo r a jo b then bo th his dig nity and his artistic 
integ rity are u nder attack.” 
The u nio n has been ang ered by financial 
backers o f play s cro wding in o n au ditio ns when 
y o u ng men hav e been fo rced to au ditio n in th er 
sho rts and y o u ng wo men in the nu de — if they 
want the part.

IT’S JUST FINE to see this u nio n co ming to 
the defense o f the members, many o f who m are 
as u nso phisticated and naiv e as they are beau ti­ 
fu l peo ple. 
It is g o o d to see Equ ity set ethical standards; 
“ Equ ity canno t be g u ided by co nsideratio ns o f 
mo rality , literary merit o r artistic v alu e,” sav s 
Mr. Du ncan’s co mmu nicatio n. “Equ ity has nev ­ 
er in the past attempted to interfere with an in­ 
div idu al's freedo m o f cho ice ev en when su ch 
freedo m was ex ercised with little o r no cau tio n 
and ev en when the perfo rmer so u g ht to earn 
his liv eliho o d in v ehicles o f du bio u s artistic v al­ 
u e. The same standards o f no n-interference 
with indiv idu al cho ice sho u ld apply here, espe­ 
cially in v iew o f Equ ity ’s o ften stated o ppo sitio n 
to censo rship in any fo rm. 
“The o nly po ssible ratio nale fo r Equ ity ’s g et­ 
ting inv o lv ed in these matters at all is the po s­ 
sible abu se o f o u r members in v ario u s fo rms 
and their po ssible v u lnerability v is-a-v is the 
law.”

Persian Gulf 
Importa nc e

It Is so mewhat early to calcu late the effect 
u po n the eco no mies o f the Western natio ns and 
Japan o f the immense o il disco v eries in no rth­ 
ern Alaska and Canada and the pro jected sea 
ro u tes fro m tho se so u rces to the East and West. 
That was the su bject o f my piece a week ag o . 
Bu t meanwhile tho se co u ntries, ex cept the 


United States, are heav ily dependent u po n o il 


fro m the Persian Gu lf area. 
Acco rding to a recent repo rt by Geo rg eto wn 
Center fo r Strateg ic and Internatio nal Stu dies, 
half o f Western Eu ro pe’s o il su pplies and 80 per 
cent o f Japan’s co me fro m that g u lf area. Brit­ 
ain and France o ne-half, West Germany o ne- 
third, Italy 75 per cent. And o u r o peratio ns in 
So u theast Asia are larg ely dependent u po n o il 


fro m the g u lf. 
This o il mu st, in majo r part, be transpo rted 
by mo re o r less clearly defined sea ro u tes. The 
Geo rg eto wn repo rt say s that “any situ atio n 


which wo u ld pu t a majo r po wer ho stile to th: 
West astride these o il su pplies wo u ld be into ­ 
lerable.” And, there mig ht be added, any sea 
ro u tes leading fro m tho se su pplies mu st no t be 
threatened by Co mmu nist po wers. 


THOSE ROUTES, AS WELL as the stability 
o f the g u lf reg io n, hav e recently been pro fo u nd­ 
ly affected by two dev elo pments: One is the 
planned withdrawal o f the British fro m the In­ 
dian 
Ocean, 
fro m 
its 
stabilizing Influ ence 
amo ng the Arab states and fro m the channels 
fro m the g u lf to the Pacific and the Atlantic. 
The o ther is the g ro wing sea po wer o f So v iet 
Ru ssia, its nav al and co mmercial presence in 
the Indian Ocean and, becau se o f the clo sing o f 
the Su ez Canal, its u se o f the sea ro u te fro m its 
hu g e base at Vladiv o sto k aro u nd So u theast 
Asia. 
Traditio nally , the relativ e impo rtance o f na­ 
tio ns, their relatio ns to each o ther and the ri­ 
v alries amo ng them are impo rtantly affected 
by chang ing sea ro u tes. 
At this time the two dev elo pments described 
abo v e are o f pro fo u nd impo rtance no t o nly to 
the co u ntries directly co ncerned bu t to the Unit­ 
ed States, who se nav al po wer is still predo mi­ 
nant. Ou r co mmitments are no t o nly to Western 
Eu ro pe bu t to the co u ntries o n the g reat Asiatic 
perimeter fro m Japan and Ko rea, So u th Viet­ 
nam, Thailand to Au stralia and India. 
The American ro le inv o lv es its co mmitment 
to its insistence u po n freedo m o f the seas and 
the sea passag es fo r o u r friends and also o u r 
po tential riv als. This inv o lv es a co nsiderable 
bu rden which, while decried by o u r land-lo cked 
iso latio nists at ho me, is impo sed u po n u s by o u r 
g reat sea po wer and in the Western Pacific by 
o u r v icto ry In Wo rld War II and the su bsequ ent 
disarmament o f Japan. 
So v iet Ru ssia ha.*, no su ch co mmitment to 
freedo m o f the sea*:. 
Japan's g ro wth as an indu strial natio n (ac­ 
centu ated by the disarmament impo sed by u s) 
has rendered it heav ily dependent u po n o il and 
iro n o re av ailable o nly by sea. In larg e part 
these co mpo nents are su pplied by the Persian 
Gu lf, the United States, Au stralia and India. 
These su pplies mu st co me by two sea ro u tes: 
the Straig ht o f Malacca and thro u g h the Indo ne­ 
sian Islands. These ro u tes, u nless we cho o se to 
tu rn Japan to ward co mmu nism, we mu st pro ­ 
tect. 
Fo r reaso ns qu ite u nlike tho se o f Japan, So v i­ 
et Ru ssia u ses the Straig ht o f Malacca (no w 
that Su ez is clo sed) fo r access into the Indian 
Ocean and the Persian Gu lf. The So v iet g o v ern­ 
ment has bu ilt an immense base at Vladiv o sto k 
o u t o f which there emerg es all o f the co mpo ­ 
nents o f sea po wer: nav y u nits, merchant ships, 
its fishing and o ceano g raphic research fleet. 


ITS ROUTE PASSES friendly No rth Vietnam 
where it finds facilities fo r refu eling and refit­ 
ting . And it behav io r indicates ev ery intentio n 
to mo v e into the g ap created by British with­ 
drawal. 
The Geo rg eto wn repo rt say s that “the mini­ 
mu m So v iet g o al is to end the Western po wer 
mo no po ly in the Persian Gu lf by its presence 
there while its max imu m g o al is to do minate 
the o il so u rces there and ex clu de it to the West­ 
ern natio ns and Japan.” 
The Geo rg eto wn repo rt su g g ests that the Bri­ 
tish withdrawal be so mewhat delay ed and that 
the United States, with a limited nav al pres­ 
ence, co ntribu te to the stablizatio n o f the area 
and also to the neu tralizatio n o f So v iet influ ­ 
ence.
